Drawings

Examiner's Reasons for Allowance 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

7. The prior art fails to render obvious the claimed method and/or portable single 
platform geolocation system for determining a Doppler measurement set of a target of 
interest including, inter alia, providing an electronic warfare aircraft having an aircraft 
expendables technology device on-board, performing an initial frequency measurement 
of the target of interest via the electronic warfare aircraft, tuning and programming a 
receiver in the aircraft expendables technology device based on the initial frequency 
measurement of the target of interest, ejecting the aircraft expendables technology 
device from the electronic warfare aircraft into airspace, determining a Doppler 
measurement set on the target of interest by the aircraft expendables technology 
device, and transmitting the Doppler measurement set of the target of interest from the 
aircraft expendables technology device to the electronic warfare aircraft as operatively 
interconnected and functionally claimed. Clearly the prior art does not provide for the 
claimed system. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later
